and  credits,  lie  need  not  apologize  for  having  lived  upon  the 
cart  h.

My  first  recollection  of  ni>  mother  is  of  when  die  don¬ 
ned  a  pair  of  inaiMT*  and  supplied  herself  with  a  tub  of  water 
and  wet  rags  to  fight  an  approaching  praiare  fire  hi  C  mrinchc 
County  Kansas,  while  father  was  away  from  home:-  her  habil- 
itual  dress  being  discarded  because  a  skirt  was  more  infiuinmible 
in  close  combat  with  galloping  flames.  1  do  not  recall  whether 
she  fought  the  threatnin,.  bla/e  or  it  passed  n^  by.  but  I  ha  J 
no  doubt  she  would  save  myself  and  the  home,  atid  felt  defi  nit 
toward  the  consuming  inferno,  hut  facing  such  danger 
only  an  episode  in  the  life  of  a  pioneer  woman,  and  only  a 
minor  phase  of  the  kn  >wn  and  unknown  toil  and  sacrifice  'he 
made  for  her  children. 


I  have  heard  her  say  father  could  encircle  her  waist  %\  i t h 
his  hands  when  they  were  married,  but  she  later  weighed  170 
lbs.,  to  a  height  of  0  ft.  f>  in.  Her  eyes  were  blue,  and  her  face 
fair  and  culm,  and  she  was  rulhcr  methodical  *  almost  always 
doing  the  family  washing  on  Monday,  and  would  seldom  leave 
i lit*  house  ii ut d  beds  were  made,  dishes  washed  and  the  floor 
swept. 

She  became  an  excellent  cook  and  a  spotless  housekce|>er, 
but  also  raised  poultry  and  garden,  and  could  wield  a  hue  or 
handle  a  plow.  She  is  a  good  singer,  fond  of  flowers,  and  has 
developed  considerab.e  skill  in  the  use  of  hou»ehold  remedies. 

She  is  modest,  and  sometimes  hesitant,  though  bewil¬ 
dered;  but  i>  acquisitive,  and  tenacious  of  purpose,  and  always 
busy  and  her  liubil  of  re  . ding  when  not  at  work  keeps  her 
ported  on  cut  rent  events. 

Her  lace  is  now  lined  with  care  and  advancing  years,  and 
her  once  golden  hlond  hair  has  turned  grey,  hut  such  matronly 
chungcs  have  added  an  appearance  of  putient  efficiency:  and 
she  is  among  the  cupable  wives  and  mothers  that  have  met 
duty  without  shirking,  and  is  entitled  to  the  encomium  that 
belongs  with  good  deeds  well  done.
